Among the religious publications which 
we have recently received from furope, 
we find nothing which we deem of so much 
importance and which we believe will be 
©» interesting to our readers, as the last 
Heport of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society. We bave already given a sum- 
rvery of the 13th anniversary (see p. p. 154, 
{31) together with several extracts deliv- 
cred at the meeting. We shoul! now be 
clad to lay before our readers the whole of 
this interesting document and the corres- 
pondeace connected with it, but it would 
fil balf our yearly volume. ‘Lhis sublime 
tne tution has already surpassed the most 
enlarced hopes of its Priends-and Patrons 
in the mavnitude and extent of its opera- 
tions; and we believe it has been instru- 
wental of more good by its direct influence 
sud the stimulus it has givento the Chris- 
tian world, than eny other plan ever devis- 
cd by man- and we confidently believe, 
that this mighty mechine. supporied and 
kept in motion as it is in all its ramifications 
by the hand of Ommnipotence, will never 
siop us course uniil “Severy kindred and 
tongue and people and nation” under heav- 
en Shall be furnished with the Word of God, 
We shall now presen’ our readers with an 
abstract of the {sh Report, by which :hey 
will derive ‘a general knowledge of the 
progress of the Pible cause throughout the 
world, . 

There is such a similarity in the pro- 
ceeJings of the numerous Societies on the 
continent. that we shall pass over much 
that is interesting in the detail. ‘Their at- 
tention to promote the oliject of their es- 
tablishment, demonstrates their increasing 
sense of its utility and importance; that 
the beneficial effects resulting from the 
circulation of the Scriptures have proved 
poweriu!l inducements to continue and en- 
large this benevolent work; and that, if 
its operation bas in any degree been cir- 
cumscribed by tbe general distress, which 
has heen more or less felt on the Continent, 
the zeal for carrying it on bas not, on that 

account, abated.

You will rejoice, that chiefly through 
your assistance, I have been enabied 
to disperse, (up to June, 1816, 51,14 
copies of my New Testament, 2500 of 
Luther’s Bible, and 2300 of his New 
‘Testament, on the highway of the 
Lord, amorg my Catholic as well as 
Protestant Brethren. 1 can, from my 
own experience and that of my cor- 
respondents, joyfully testy, that the 
main object,in thus dissemsnating the 
Holy Scriptures, has been accomplish- 
ed; that a spirit of vital religion has 
been difiused ; and that many, iilumi- 
nated by the light of divine truth, and~ 
strengthened with power from on high, 
now lead a holy and useful life. 

My New Testament appeared in 
some districts, where thousands of 
Catholics knew the Bible only by 
name. I could easily dispose of 
30,000 copies of my New ‘Testament 
among Catholics, and seseval theue 
sand of Luther’s Bible among Protes- 
tants. 

ihe Committee, anxious to en- 
courage the exertions of this pioys 
Catholic while opportunity favours 
his zeal, made two separate grants of 
£500 each, to assist them. 

Another Catholic Clergyman, in 
correspondence with your Society, 
has, within a short space of time, dis- 
tributed nearly 20,000 New ‘Testa- 
ments, and is preparing the means of 
a further and more extensive distri- 
bution. 

This correspondent has also had 
the happiness to witness the mos: ben- 
eficial efiects of Iris labours, of which 
may instances might be adduced. 

In one of his letters the following 
passage occurs :— 

“Oid men, who had never learned 
to read, are now desirous to learn, 
that they, in their advanced age, may 
find consolation from the Holy Scrip» 
tures.” 
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A letter from a Capuchin Monk, to 
whom a donation of £50 was present- 
ed, to enable bim to distribuie the 
Scriptures, states that ‘he Bible is new 
read by thousands of Catholics with 
devout attention and cordial joy, and 
that the writer himself had induced 
many Parish Ministers and School- 
masters to introduce the New Testa- 
ment into their Congregations and 
Schools. 

Of the Prussian Bible Society it is 
remarked: 

When your Committee advert to 
the character and proceedings of this 
important Society; when they con- 
sider the contributions it has raised, 
the Auxiliaries it has organized, the 
copies of the Scriptures it has distri- 
buted, and those which it is preparing 
for distribution; they eannot but feel- 
ingly participate in the gratifieation 
expressed by his Prussian Majesty, on 
* tlre religious spirit in which the ben- 
eficial undertaking of the Prussian So- 
ciety has been conducted,” and in the 
persuasion that its example will pro- 
duce the most advan'ageous eflects in 
several parts of Germany. 

With respect. to Germany, it is sta- 
ted :— 


Of the augmented circulation of 


the Scriptures in Germany, it is a suf 
ficient proof, that the demand for Bi- 
bles, by the numerous Secieties estab- 
lished in that country, is now se great, 
that the Canstein Institution at Halle, 
on which they had been accustomed 
chieily to depend for supplies, is no 
longer able, notwithstanding r the most 
strenuous exertions, to furnish the 
number required, end the Bible Soci- 
eties are under the necessity of print- 
ime them for their own distribution. 
In Deuinark the Danish Bible Soci- 
ety isis a progressive state, with ret 
‘he increase of its Benefactors 
and Subscribers: and its Committee 
look forward with hope to the benefi 
cial effects of the interest whieh it is 
gaining iv the public mmd. It has 


spect to 


neariy fihislied the revision of the Da- 

nish New Testament for the press, and 
has resolved to print an edition of the 
Creniese New Testament for the use 
of the Christian Negroes, 
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A very flourishing Auxiliary has 
been formed at Odensee, the capitat 
of the Island of Fuehnen, under the 
auspices and Presidency of the Crown 
Prince, Christian Frederick. Of the 
interest which his Royal Highness 
takes in this cause, a judgement may 
be formed from the following extract 
of a Letter with which he has honour- 
ed the President of this Society. 

“Nor do I feel less pleasure in 
availing myself of this opportunity, to 
express my high regard for the Socie- 
ty, and the good wishes I sha!l ever en- 
tertain for the successful progress of 
an Institution om whieh L pray the di- 
vine blessiug of Providence may ever 
rest.” ' 

More than fifty Auxiliary Societies 
er Bible Associations, have been for- 
med im that part of the Danish domin- 
ions, between the Little Belt and the 
Town of Altona. 

These exiraordinary exertions, 
which are still carrying on, have in- 
creased the demand for the Scriptures 
beyond the power of the Sleswig-Hol- 
stein Society to satisfy it. 

The mtelligence from Sweden, res- 
pecting the Bible Institutions iu that 
eountry, is highly gratifying. The 
zeal whic’) animates the Swedish Bi- 
ble Society has been imparted, in 2 
considerable degree, to the public at 
large, is gradually acquiring influence, 
and is displayed in unremitting efforts 
for extending the eirculation of the 
Holy Scriptures, which are more ea- 
gerly sought for than ever. For this 
purpose, among other judicious meas- 
ures, the arrangements fer printing al 
Stockholm have been multiplied aud 
enlarged. 

The Committee of the Gothenburg 
Auxiliary Society, have supplied all 
the Wo:khouses, Prisons, Houses of 
Charity, aud Ihospitals, within their 
distriet, with copies of the Sacred Vol- 
ume. Their funds mdeed have beer 
devoted to. the benefit of the peor ; 
and, on this account, although their 
subscriptions are considerable, they 
are far from being adequate to the 
demands upon them. The Commit- 
tec sull, however, proceed iu the gra 











Auitous distribution of the Scriptures 
to the mnecessitous ; “ conficent” (to 
use thetr own words) “that Divine 
Providence will not permit the good 
work to be interrupted, for want of 
means to carry it on.” 

The circulation of the Scriptures by 
the Afosian Auxiliary Society at Wes- 
teras has been considerable 3; but the 
poverty of the people is so great, that 
the aunual income of the Society is 
not equal to a third of the value of the 
copies distributed gratis. A parochi- 
al inquiry has been iustituted, to as 
certaia the spiritual wants of the in- 
habitants of this province. 

‘the Gohland Auxiliary Society 
continues its exertions. 

‘The Upsala Bible Society. To the 
formation of this Lostitution, which 
has been established under the most 
favourable circumstances, the Clergy 
of the Diocese were urgently invited 
by a truly Pastoral Address from its 

President, the Archbishop of Sweden, 
fio m which the following is a quota- 
tion: * ‘Lie door is opened, my breth- 
ren, to promote the increase of Christ’s 
kingdom: and who ought to have this 
more at heart than ourselves, who are 
called to spread the saving knowledge 
of God, and Jesus Christ, whom he 
has sent?” The Archbishop has de- 
clared his determination to establish 
Bible Associations in every part of his 
jurisdiction. 

By the pious benevolence ofa young 
Nobleman, Chamberlain Henck, a 
Society has been formed, under his 
Presidency,for the Provinceof Nevike, 
and meets with great encouragement 
and support. 

A Bible Society has been instituted 
for the Diocese of Skara, one of the 
most populous Provinces in Sweden. 
The inhabitants are said to be poor, 
but religiously disposed: many of 
them are destitute of Bibles, and anx. 
ious to obtain them. 

At Carlstadt a Bible Society has 
been establisbed for the Government 
and Diocese of Vermeland, under the 
patronage and direction of the Bishop, 
and the Lord Lieutenant of the county. 
The population of this district ig esti- 
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mated at 140,000; the want of Lire 
Scriptures in Vermeland is greai, as 
well as the desire to possess thietu. 

All the Bible Socieues im Sweden 
are considered as Auxiiianies to the 
Swedish Nationa: Society at Siock- 
holm ; and there are only three Dio- 
ceses in which Societies remain to be 
instiuted. Bible Assvciations are 
forming in different parts of the kiug- 
dom. 

Your Committee remark, wiih 
pleasure, a proposal from the Swe- 
dish Bible Society to that of St. Pe- 
tersburg, for opening a coirespondence 
between them on the object of their 
respeciive Lustitutions, with a view to 
their mutual information and benefit ; 
and that it had been acc: pted. 

For the deep interest which has 
been excited in Sweden to circulate 
the Holy Scriptures, that country is 
greatly indebted to the pious zeai and 
energy of the highly respectable 
President of the Swedish Bible Socie- 
ty, His Excellency Count Rosenbald. 
in the midst of tis laborious official 
duties as one of the first Ministers of 
State, he has found time to devote the 
closest attention to the concetns of 
the Bible Society ; animating zeal of 
the Members, aud encouraging their 
labours, by his own example. 

The establishment of a Norwegian 
Bible Society, under the most re pect- 
able patronage, has been announced 
by its Committee, who had commet- 
ced their operations by revising the 
New Testament for the press. 

The field opened in Russia for the 
circulation of the Holy Scriptures, 
expands to an almost unlimited ex- 
tent. Of the number of copies re- 
quired for supplying the subjects of 
that immense Empire, who are of 
Russiau origin, and speak the Russian 
language, it is scarcely possibie to 
form an estimate, as the Committee of 
the Auxiliary Society at Moscow state, 
that they alone could distribute one 
hundred thousand Bibles. Entire 
Governments, whole ioceses, and 
Circles of Bible Societies, raise their 
voices 10 the Committee at St. Peters- 
burg, intreating them to supply the 
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spiritual hunger of millions, which has’ 


been excited by the distribution of the 
oracles of God. Whenever an edition 
has been published, another has been 
alinost immediately required; and, 
notwithstanding the utmost exertions 
of the Russian Bible Society, whose 
monthly expenses now exceed the 
whole expenditure of their first year, 
they are unable to satisfy the demand 
for the Ser iptures, not only in the Sla- 
vonian, but even in the German, Fin- 
nish, Esthonian, Lettontan, and vari- 
ous other languages.” 

Sich is the deseription of the spir 
itual wants of Russta, as given by the 
noble and pious President of the Rus 
sian Bible Society: the sphere of its 
Operations must also-be considered as 


comprehending the countries to the 


east of the Black Sea; Anatolia, to 
the south of it; Armenia, Georgia, 
Persia, Tartary, and others. 


But, however great and various the: 


claims. ov the Russian Bible Seciety 
may be; claims which its active be- 
nevolence has invited; it is pleasing 
to remark, that the disposition to 
meet them is adequate to-their mag- 
nitude; and if a judgment may be 
formed from what the Soctety has ef- 
fected in the four years stnce its es- 
tablishment, there is every reason to 
anticipate the highest degree ef suc- 
cess frour its future exertions. 

The measures which have been a- 
dopted to make know: the existence 
of the Tnstrtution, to excite a perma. 
nent interest in its object, to augment 
the number ef its members and friends, 
to procure correspondentsyand ettec- 
tive avents for the distribution of the 
Séviptures tovether with the estabs 
lis' went of new Branches and’ Bible 
Associations, prove that nothing has 
been oimptted, which zeal could sag- 
gest, or budustry aceomolish, forex. 
tending the benefits of the Thstitution 
in every possible way. With these 
views, and with credentials from 
Prince Gatitrin, in the name of the 
Comaitiee of (ve Russian Bible Soci- 
ety, the Rev. Mr. Pinkerton was de 
puted in Mareh, 1816, on a Tour 
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through the Southern Provinces.of the 
Empire compr ising, with the German- 
ic part of his jouraey, an extent of 
nearly 7,000 English miles. 

As Extracts of ais Cor respondence 
have been published for the informa- 
tion of the Members of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, and will also 
appear inthe Appendix toyour Com- 
mittee’s Report, they will only briefly 
advert to-some few of the most arate- 
rial occurrences in his interesting 
Narrative; blending with his inform- 
ation, that obtained from: other sour- 
ces. 

The formation of new Branch 
Societies at Cronstadt,a Nava! Sta- 
tion 3 at Charkof in the Ukraine, Tu. 
la, Sympherpole, Ordesssa, Wiina, 
Moghiley, Witepsk, and Bialystock, 
claims the first notice. 

One general statement may, with 
little qualification, be applied to the 
whole; Phat the Meetings convened 
for the establis'iment of these Socie- 
ties, were attended by many of the 
principal persons, of ail confessions, 
cordially uniting for promoting the 
tosaponnt and eternal welfare of their 

ellow creatures, through the circula- 
ms ofthe Eloly Seriptures, accor- 
ding to the liberal principle of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 

This harmonious co-operation was. 
a striking feature in the original in- 
stitution of the Russian Bible Society : 
tt has been since preserved and imi- 
tated by ailits Branches. At its third 
and last anniversary, the Noble Pres- 
ident was supported, on either side, 
by a most respectable Arehbishop of 
the Greek Church, and the Metropol, 
itan of the Catholic Clergy; and the 
Meeting; as on farmer occasions, ex 
hibited an assemblage of the Clergy 
and principal persons of various nas 
tions and confessions, animated by 
one spirit of zea!, concord, and matue 
al benevolence. In numerous instane 
ces, the Dignitaries of the Roman 
Catholic Church have taken a distin+ 
guished part in recommending the ob- 
ject of the Institution.

Extracts of Correspondence. 


The Committee of the British and For 
eign Bible Society, have commenced pub 
lishing their Correspondence in monthly 
numbers. The following are Extracts 
from the Cor.espondence of the Saciety, 
published since the last report. We ex- 
pect to receive them regularly as they are 
issued. 


From the Secretary of the Moscow Pible 
Sociely, to the St. Petersburgh Bible 
Society. April, 18t7. 


With great anxiety we have watch 
ed a fit opportunity of sending off the 
Holy Scriptures to Georgia: and this 
occasion has nowarrived. By means 
of his exeellency Korneif, nineteen 
chests are to be sent into Georgia, a 
long with a military transport, by way 
of the Fort of St. Dimitrius. These 
chests, containg 400 copies of the 
Georgian New-Testament, and 349 
Armenian Testaments are packing 
up, to be forwarded to Georgia in the 
same manner, by other transports. 
And thus our fellow-believers in Geor- 
cia, among whom even a manuscript 
copy of the New f'csiament+s constd- 
ered as a rarity, will soon be tllumin- 
ed by the light of the word of God, 
which rouseth those whe sit in d lark. 
ness and in the shadow of death, and 
leadeth them into eternal life and bles- 
sedness. How will the inhabitants of 
Georgia, Imeretta, Mingrelia, and 
Armenia, rejoice to behold such a 
number of copies of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which make wise unto salvation, 
brought all at once into their native 
countries! What a vast nember of 
injeresting subjects for reflection de 
the Bible Societies af our day present 
to the enlightened and benevolent 
Christian! Russia delivered, glorified, 
exalted! What cause ef gratitude to 
Christ the deliver! And this Russia 
now multéplies that book which con- 
tains in itself the way, the truth, and 
the life; translates it into the lan- 
guages of nations still unacquainted 
with Jesus Christ; and puts it into the 
hands of all who thirst to know and to 
Jove him who shed his precious blood 


fr us upon tho cross, and new siiteth 
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at the right hand of his Father, inter- 
ceding for our salvation 

The transport of Bibles from your 
depository has again quickened our 
operations here. “A few days after re- 
ceiving these Bibles, we ‘succeeded in 
sending off 300 copies to the different 
provinces, particularly to the arch- 
lsishopsaud bishops, who still continue 
to demand great numbers of copies, to 
supply these of their flocks who are 
anxious to obtain them, whose num- 
‘pers still.continue to increase; and to 
satisfy Whom, many thousands of Bi- 
bles and Testaments are still needed : 
so great is the hunger of our fellow- 
countrymen for the word of God ! 

By every post we receive petitions 
from ail p:rts of the empire, praying 
to be furnished with the Holy Scrip- 
tures. The contents of some of these 
petitions, from the poorest of the peo- 
ple, are so'striking and pious, that the 
reading of them draws tears of com- 
passion from oureyes. A dischaiged 

subalterti officer writes from Che rson 
as foliows: “i live twenty-three verstgs” 

(upwards of seventeen English miles) 
“ from the city; yet [ come to it eve- 
ry week on foot, in order to know from 
the gazettes, what the Chirist-loving 
Bible Society is doing, which our great 
sovereign protects and s supports, Oh! 
how jay vful is it for me to read, that all 
men are now striving to know the w ord 
of God! I pray God that he may 
lengthen my tife, till I shali hear that 
all men are beginning to dive also ac- 
cording to the word of God! I ear- 
nestiv beg the benevolent Moscow Bi- 
ble Society to send a Bible for me and 
my children ; and on account of my 
poverty, gratis. I desire no other 
riches. The word of God! This is 


my treasure; possessing it, q am rea- 


dy to die! >”

TURKISH BIBLE. 


The lamented decease of Baron 
Von Diez, of Berlin, while engaged in. 
siperintending the printing of this 
werk from the Leyden Mauuscripts, 
will cause the following extract from 
a letter, written by him shortly after 
the com sencement of his undertak 
ing, and pot before printed, to be read 
with particular interest. 

“if I find, in the progress of the 
work, Hali Bey’s version as correct as 
hitherto, | do not say too much when 
I assert, that it will rank among the 
very best versions of the Sacred Vol- 
ume; and in many passages even cx- 
cel them. f really begin to think, 
that Haly Bey enjoyed peculiar assist- 
from God in this work. His style is 
truly classical, and will gain the hearts 
of men among all Turkish or ‘Tartar 
tribes, which it will reach; for they 

‘e extremely partial to every thing 
t!-+t exhibits the language in its per- 
fection. This seems to me a provi- 
dentialcireumstance. Indeed, should 
the Purkish language ever be lost, it 
tnight be restored, from this work, in 
all its copiousness and ease. Having 
made the Turkish language for thirty 
years my constant study, and consid- 
ered it almost a second mother tongue, 
it is really a treat fo me every morn- 
ing to sit down, in order to hear the 
word of God speaking to me in this 
language. 

“Tam trulv affected by the kind in- 
terest which the excellent Lord Teign- 
mouth takes in this work, as indeed 
in the cause of Christianity i in general. 
Tam confident that God will abun- 
dantly reward him in a better world, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Will 
you assure him of my sincerest vene- 
yatien; and tell him, though I am de- 
termined not to grow weary in the 
work [ have undertaken, I shall vet 
consider his kind participation, and 
that of all British Bible friends, as a 


powerful stiroulus to animate my ex. 
ertions. Tneir pious wishes and 
prayers will be the best pledge to me 
of the divine assistance, for which I 
daily pray myself. 

“P.S. When Mr. Lodge brought 
me the manuscripts, and related to me 
the temporary loss of his tronk, I told 
him he owed the recovery of it to the 
treasures which it contained. A pe- 
culiar kind Providence of God waich- 
es over every thing that promotes his 
cause.”

The first 1000 Spanish New-Testa- 
ments were Just distributed, as the se- 
cond donation arrived. Within the 
last two months | have had numerexs 
applications from Spanish captains of 
vessels, crews, and others. for the Tes- 
tament; a few copies of which have 
been taken bv almost every vessel that 
has sailed for a Spanish port. From 
frequent inquiries, I believe the Span- 
iards are much pleased with reading 
the Testaments ; but they very often 
inquire, if the whole of the Bible wilt 
not be printed and circulated among 
them ; and express a wish to have the 
Old as well as the New Testament. 


From the Second Report of the Swedish 
Bible Society. 

With renewed and sincere venera 
tion, and under a sense of deep grati- 
tude, your Committee again bring be- 
fore you a name which we have all 
learned to reverence :—that of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society— 
the Parent of every Bible Institution 
throughout the world. Their zeal 
shrinks not from the most extended 
undertakings, and their wisdom and 
liberality entitle them to that hon- 
name. The year past has, like the 
preceding, witnessed their love. for 
the Swedish Biblical work; and not 
only we this Society received from 
them £300, (which have material- 
ly nea our cause,) but they have 
likewise, with a parental . aflection, 
rendered powerful assistance, ¢qithes

for the support of existing Auxiliary 
Societies in our native land, or as en- 
couragement to bring new ones into 
existeuce. 

By means of these providential sub- 
sidies, united to the exertions and lib- 
erality of friends at home, our Bibli- 
cal work has been kept in progress ; 
and your Committee have been ena- 
bled to publish 13,000 complete Bibles, 
and 8000 New Testaments; most as- 
suredly the greatest number of copies 
of the Scriptures ever issued from the 
Swedish press in one year. The total 
published, (commencing with those of 
the E vangelical Seciety,) amounts to 

73,600 New Testaments, and 31,500 
Bibles; besides 3000 copies of David’s 
Psalms, all which (with the exception 
ef 5000 Bibtes, and 3000 New Testa- 
mets) are already in the hands of the 
public.

Our Bible Society prospers, and we 
often meet with signal proof of the dis- 
tinguished regard in which the word 
of Ged is he'd, not only by.our Pro- 
iestant, but also by seme of our Catho- 
lic brethren, whose mouths overflow 
with expressions of gratitude and ad- 
miration, for being put into possession 
of so invaluable a book, (the New 
Testament ») at such an easy rate, and 
even receiving it gratuitously. One 
person lends his copy toanother : some 
express their readiness to oblige their 
neighbours by any friendly service in 
their power, if they wiil but procure 
them a.copy of the New Testament. 
Let me specify two instances that fell 
under my own cbservation: 

A Catholic borrowed a Testament 
of a lady—-was exceedingly pleased—— 
implored a copy, and, having obtain- 
ed it, was at a loss how to testify his 


joy aud gratitude. “ Money,” he said 


to the rg" “cannot pay for sucha 
tepnnand I possess a weatherguage, 
fa kind of tish showing the weather) 
which I have fondly nursed for years ; 
will you accept of it asa small token 
of my grateful joy °” 
The same lacy presented a New 
Testament to another Catholic, who 
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paid a rix- dollar (about three shillings) 
jor it; yet not satisfied with this, be 
pressed his benefactress to accept of a 
beautiful snuff box of mother of pearl 
Several others were so p'eased with 
the contents of ihe New ‘Testament, 
that, after having perused part of ix, 
they sentin from three to five shillings 
as an acknowledgement, and gave 
alms to the poor..

J am occupied both day and night; 
feeling no disposition in this time of 
difficulty to reiax my efforts, but, on 
the contrary, a resolution to apply 
my utmost strength to this divine 
work. ‘The injurious opposilion giv- 
en to ithas required, and sull requires, 
iny most close and unceasing aiten- 
tion. Indeed, but for the sufliciency 
of the grace of God supporting me, it 
must have exliausted my strength. 
The very powers of dzerkness are 
spreading their murky wings to stop 
the breaking forth of the light of the 


‘Gospel, now so happily evident in all 


parts. -But neither this, vor any other 
thing they can do, makes’ me affaid ; 
on the contrary, I arm myself with 
double activity to distribute the New 
Testament, and am resolved that the 
wheels shall go round the faster for 
their obsiruction. 

The enclosed account exhibits the 
number of copies of the New Testa- 
ments which I have dispeised, ar am 
about to disperse. It will show that 
the work of the Almighty and merci- 
ful God, in the distribution of his word, 
goes on still prospering, by his help, 
in the very midst of his enemies. 
And how many more copies still could 
I distribute, if the tender hearts and 
munificent hauds of your Bible Com- 
mittee should be so opened, as to su 
ply me with the requisite funds! The 
sums that 1 am obliged to be boid 
to ask of you, ave indeed very large; 
but how vastly greater, nay, transcend- 
ing all price, is the value cf souls re- 
deemed by the precious blood of 
Christ, ayd to be healed by his doc- 
tring ! Nor less weighty is taal crown, 
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immortal and imperishable, which he 
shail receive, with and from the Sav 
jour, to whom, before the throne of 
the Lamb, it sha'l be said, in sounds 
of heavenly approbation, * Forasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me !” 

N. B. A very large grant has been 
Jaic:, made, to assist this correspond- 
ent in distributing the Scriptures. 


St. Petersburg, July 29, 817. 

On the 7th instant, sia/een waggon 
Jon's of Bivies and Testaments were 
alisent off at once for different parts 
of ihe empire. Our yesterday’s sitting 
of Committee lasted upwards of three 
hours; and the accounts read from 
the provinces were of the most exhila- 
rating kind. The venerable Exarch 
of Moldavia writes to the Committee, 
that he will use every means in his 
power to get the New Testament 
translated into ‘he Bulgarian tongue, 
and that he is now corresponding with 
lerrned men of that nation, about the 
most proper s'eps to be taken for gain. 
ing this very necessary and desirable 
object. 

In Rezan and Savatoff, two new pro- 
vincial Societies have been formed ; 
the fist among a population of 
882.000 sou's, and the second for a 
population of 717,000, of whom 50,000 
are German Colonists, settled on the 
banks of the Wolga. The Saratoff 
Auxiliary promises, great usefulness, 
and has ulready sent im 15,000 rubies 
to aid the funds of the Parent Socie ty. : 
Bible Associations are forming rapidly 
in different quarters, under the auspi- 
ces of the provincial Institutions. The 
Tula Society has ro fewer than seven 
district Associations. The Arensburg 
Branch has an equal number. The 
White Russian Bible Society in Mog- 
hiley, has already formed two Associa- 
tions in the towns of Mestislaff and 
Tschinkoff. The printing of the 
French Bible, and of the 12mo Slavo- 
nian Testament, is now completed, 
and a copy of each was presented to 
the Committee. It was also agreed 
to print 200 copies of the Gospel of 


Matthew, in the Kirg sian dialect 
of the Tartar, at the Alissionary press 
in Astrachan. ‘This transiation ts the 
labour of Mr. Fraser, Missionary at O- 
renburg. Afier a lapse of many 
months, and after very considerable 
difficulties, it was finally resolved to 
accept the proposal of the rich Greek 
Merchant, Aosima, to print an edition 
of the Greck Bible of 3000 copies, at 
his expense, for the bevefit of the 
Greek nation. This ediiton will be 
prepared from the most approved 
texts of the Septuagint, and of the 
Greek New Testament, without notes 
or comments, and will be printed un- 
der the supe:iutendence of the Mos- 
cow Committee. 

An interesting letter was laid before 
the Committee, with a subscription of 
339 rubles, from the directors of the 
mines of Nertschinsk, on the borders 
of China. 

The Wilna Society is now showing 
great activity ; and the Odessa Society 
informs us of its having received a 
transport of 1265 copies of the Serip- 
tures, which will enable it to carry 
forward its labours of love. In Ta- 
hanrog the Association prospers so 
much that we expect soon to hear of 
iis having become an auxitiary branch. 
The official accounts were also read 
respecting the formation of the Bial- 
astok Bible Society.

Privileges granted the Jews in Russia. 

A very “remarkable imperial man- 
date was lately pubished at St. Peters- 
burgh in favour of the Jews converted 
to Chris‘ianity. The following are 
some of ihe sung artici } 

‘1. All Jews embracing the Chris- 
tian ‘itigiei, no matter of which con- 
fession, shall have privileges granted 
them, whatever profession they may” 
adopt, suitable to their abilities. 

‘2. In the. Northern and Southera 
governments lands shall be assigned 
them gratis, where such as please may 
settle at their own expense under the 
name of Society of Jewish Christians. 

‘3. This Society shall have iis own 


privileges. 
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‘4, At St. Petersburgh a Board 
shal: be formed, of which Prince Al- 
exander Galitzin. shali be President, 
under the denomination of * Board for 
the Affairs of Jewish Christians, on 
which, and en no other magistrates 
fexcept in criminal cases, ) the soc lely 
of Jewish Christiavs depeiids. 

‘5. Thisfboard ‘is bound to attend 
to every thing relating to the si ttle- 
ments, and to report on it to the Em- 
peror. In the settlements of the Jew- 
isi Christians, which gre given them 
as hereditary property for ever, the 
society Can carry on any kind of pro 
fessions, build cities, villages, or sin 
gle dwellings: the lands are given to 
the whole community, but not to in- 
dividcals, and cannot be sold or mort- 
gaced to strangers. In these settle- 

ments the Jewish Ch istians and their 
posterity have entire religious liberty 

inthe Christian © on fession of fuith 
which they embrace

ry establisiiment, whiclr-we hope may 
ultimately be highly beneficial to the 
Jews. . 

French Missionaries. 

A private letter front Paris draws 
a curious picture of the state of the 
public mind in some of the French 
Departments- A sudden change of 
sentiment has been effected on reli 
gious subjects, it appears, by the well 
meaning, but perhaps over zealous, 
exertions of a mere handful of Catho- 
lic Missionaries. They have it seems, 
selected for their experiments the dis- 
tricts, which 20 years ago, were most 
infected with the maniacal principles 
of the Revolution. Around Nantz 
and Bordeaux nothing now attracts so 
much the attention of the traveller as 
the daily pilgrimages of repentant and 
converted Atheists to crosses erected 
by themselves to expatiate their for- 
mer crimes against Religion. ‘The 
exertions of these Missionaries are 
certainly praise worthy, and we have 
no doubt will contribute towards that 
reformation in mora!s, which we trust 
is gradually sveading among the 
French people.—Lon. pap.

REVIVAL OF RELIGION. 


We are under obligations to the Rev. Mr. 
Heard for the aera | imteresting Narra- 
tive of awork of grace in the town of Bran- 
don, Vt. Amid (he universal apathy which 
seems to prevail around us, it is cheering te 
hear ofthe glorious things which God hath 
done and is stili doing in various parts of 
the world. 


For several years previous to the 
late general revival of religion in this 
place, there had been a general atten- 
lion to pauoic worship, especially a- 
mong the youth. Gambling, profane 
swearing, and such open vices, were 
rare, except among a few who were 
lost to all sense of decency and had 
bat littie mfluence. In the winter of 
[812 and L515, the prevailing epidem- 
ic proved mortal in many instances. 
A young man died suddenly who had 
been a professed atlieist. ‘This event 
was very alarming to many. In the 
spring following an amiable young 
woman died of’ the prevailing fever 
and gave some evidence of being pre- 
pared for death. Her farewell ad- 
dresses to her feliow youth proved, in” 
the hand of God, a means of serious 
awakening to a ‘humber, and one or 
two were hopefuliy converted. From 
that time the subject of religion was 
more freely conversed upon among 
the youth; but nothing very special 
took place until October 1813, when 
I delivered a sermon to the ‘youth, 
which by their special request was 
printed. After this, an increasing at- 
tention to publie worship was appa- 
rent. During the winter, nothing spe- 
cial occurred as to the cause of reli- 
gion. In the summer of 1814, I pro- 
posed to improve the tine of our Sab- 
bath evening conferences in diseus- 
sing important questions in Divinity. 
We entered on the subject, and the 
youth tock a very active part. This 
practice continued for some time, it 
is believed, to some good advantage. 
In the winter following, a young man 
of promising abilities was hopefully 
converted; and though his parents 


and family connections were mostly 
Baptists, he united with the Congrega- 
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tional Church. Soon after, another 
young man was hopefully born again. 
And within a few weeks a woman, 
who had before been very careless a- 
bout religion, received a hope of par- 
don. During the summer several 
persons who were heads of families in 
distant and different parts of the town, 
without any knowledge of each oth- 
er’s feelings, were awakened and 
hopefully renewed. On the first Sab- 
bath in January 1816, seven persons 
were added to the church. From this 
time through the winter, there was 
evidently an inereasing attention to 

religion. Que instance of hopeful 
conversion, and im the spring two 
more; and m the summer several 
more, mostly heads of families. Not 
Yar from the first of October 1816, an 
unusual earnestness in prayer was 
maniiest among some of the members 
ef the church. he gloom cast over 
the face of the earth seemed also te 
excile some considerable attention a- 
mong all ciasses of people, and the ap- 
prehension of a general scarcity ef pro- 
visions gave some alarm. In a short 
tiie a iuimber of conference meetings 
were appointed and generally attended 
tn difivrent parts of the town and many 
of the youth, especially, were under 
@pep conviction. About the middle 
ef Uctober, several young persons 
were hopefully born into the kingdom 
ef Christ, and began to speak in con 
ference. ‘The awakening soon became 
very extensive among all:classes. On 
the first Sabbath in ‘November , three 
persons were added to the church. 
Our Friday meetings were now princi- 
pally occupied in examining candi- 
dates. On the 6th of December, ata 
meeting for the examination of candi- 
dates, the presence and power of God 

was strikingly manifest. Some were 
rejoicing in hope while others were 
agonizing under the horrors of an a- 

wake ned: guilty conscience. When 
singing was performed at the close of 
the ineeting, several were so affected 
they sat down and could not sing. 


The scene was uow too solemn for 


description. No tongue can tell what 
was felt, when Jesus was evidently in 
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the midst. From this time it was dag, 
possible to find room in any house ig 
the village for a conference, except in 
the meeting-house. The rain, og 
frost, or snow, appeared to be no hin- 
drance. 

In the early part of the revival, ¥ 
proposed to the people to hold a con- 
cert fer prayer on Sabbath morning, 
before sun-rise; and there has been 
frequentiy at my house nearly forty 
persons on the morning of the Lord’s 
day before sunrise for praver. The 
first Sabbath in January 1817 will pro- 
bably never be forgotten by the pre- 
sent generation. At an early hour 
the Lord’s House was resorted to by 
a multitude ; and although the people 
were so crow vded as hardly to be able 
to find seats, such was the stillness 
that it seemed that the falling of a pin 
might have been heard. On this day 
29 persons were received into the 
church, 14of whom were baptized, and 
one household received baptism, in- 
cluding six children. The glory of 
the Lord ‘was almost as visibly mani- 
fest in the sanctuary in this place on 
that day, as it was wien the temple 
was dedicated by Solomon in Jerusa~ 
lem. ‘This was. a pentecost season in+ 
deed. The Lord’s Supper was ad- 
ministered ; during which time it seem- 
ed as though the heavenly host min- 
gled with the church militant. There 
had been for some time a meeting of 
the children at my house on every Mon- 
day evening ; and many from 8 to 12 
years of age, and upwards, were evi- 
dently rationally convicted. At the 
close of one af those meetings the child- 
ren were requested to inform their pa- 
rents when they went home how they 
felt, and ask them to pray for them. 
Sonye of them did so; & in one instance 

a little girl, on hér return home, totd 
he father (w he had been almost or, 
quite a Universalian) that she was a- 


-fraid she should go to hell,and begged 


he would pray for her. This so af- 
fected the father, that he had no rest 
untit he appearded to find peace in 
believing. Another man, of very good 


abilities, , about 35 years old, who bad 
been almost a blaspuemen, Aud Wie 
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wade a scoit of every thing of a seri 
ous natare, was evidently changed im 
heart, and has ever since appeared 
like the man who had been among. 
the tombs “ clothed and in his right 
wind.” One mau, about 4) .e: 8s 
of age, who had removed a tew 
mouths before the awakening became 
yeneral, into another place, came into 
town on some business, he had been se- 
viously impressed before, but became 
more so by seeing the solemnity a- 
mong his former neighbours—he how- 
ever sat out to go home—on the road 
his strength failed him, and he turned 
into a heuse where that evening a con- 
ference was held, and sent for me to 
visit him. I found him almost in des- 
pair; and had the unspeakable satis: 
faction to hear him express entire 
complacency in the Divine Law and 
Government that very evening. A 
man almost 76 years old was hopefully 
born again. On the first Sabbath in 
March, 28 were added to the cbuych 5 
on the first Sabbath in May 17, and 
on the first Sabbathin July 9. There 
have been in the whole 94 members 
added to the church within the year 
past; 4 of whom were received by 
letter, the rest by profession : and two 
persons who had been excommunica- 
ted, lave been restored on thew con- 
fession. 45 of those who have united 
to the church have been baptized, and 
97 children & members of households 
have been baptized within the year 
past. Some of the most violent oppo- 
sers of religion in the town are sub- 
jects of this revival; among which are 
a number that were Unsversalisis. 
There are a number of hopeful con- 
verts who have not yet united with the 
church. The doctrines of total mor- 
al depravity, elecion and decrees, 
and the genera! sentiments connected 
with them, have been very cordially 
embraced. ‘This great work is all of 
God, and to him be all the glory. The 
subjects of this revival generally, 
appear very well at this time, and 
great harmony prevails among us. 

I have written much, my dear sir, 
and communicated but very little of 
what toek place during the awakening, 
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and have given but a very imperfect 
account of the present state of the 
church and Society in this place. You 
may, however, make such use of the 
communication as you think proper, 
and accept the assurance of my es- 
teem.

REPORT OF THE SYNOD OF PHILADEL- 
PHIA, 


On the State of Religion within their 
bounds. Harrisburg, October, 1817. 


From the free conversation on the 
state of religion, it appeared, that the 
condition of the Church is not more 
unprosperous than formerly; on the 
contrary, a number of occurrences in- 
dicate that “ God ts in the midst of 
her, and will help her and that right 
early.” 

in general, there appears to be a 
punctual and sevious attention to the 
public ordinances of religion. Con- 
gregations i many places are growing 
in numbers and respectability. Ad- 
ditions'to the Church by the baptism 
o! adults, and by admission to the 
communion, have been more nume- 
rous than usual. And greater nuat- 
bers are actively engaged in dissemi- 
nating the word of life, and endeav- 
ouring to promote its salutary infla- 
ence upon the rising generation. 

Much good appears to have been 
done by the Sunday Schools, which 
have been generally established in our 
cities, towns and villages. A great 
number of children, who formerly 
were sinking in the mire of ignorance 
and pollution, are now taught to read 
the Scriptures, and te venerate the 
principles and practice of religion; 
and some of them have even aflord- 
ed comfortable evidences of true 

piety. 

Bible Societies have increased in 
number ; and more effectual measures 
have been adopted, especially by fe- 
males, to supply those who are desti- 
tute with the word of life and with re- 
ligious tracts. To distribute the Holy 
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Scriptures and promote their influ- 
ence, there seems to be a happy con- 
currence of almost all religious sects. 
From these combined efforts we ob 
serve not only that the needy are now 
generatiy furnished with the word of 
God, and the careless and profligate 
have in many instances been awaken- 
ed ‘9 regard its precious contents; 
but alse that great harmony seems to 
hav: “1 produced among different 
sects 9! “prof ssing Christians, as they 
are mire frequently broug'it t gether 
fo: a cordial co-operation in promot: 
ing th: advancement of their common 
Christianity 

In connection with Bible Societies, 
we vejvice to observe efforts to raise 
missiovary funds, and to send forth 
the oeraids of the cross to preach the 
gospel to the heathen, and frontier 
setilements, appear to be daily in- 
creastig. 

But while the Synod rejoice and 
congratulate the friends of religion on 
these hopeful appearances; they must 
confess, that in walking around the 
walls of Zion, they have discovered a 
number of things to deplore. In al- 
most every part of our bounds intem- 
Be profaneness and Sabbath- 

reaking prevail. It doesnot appear 
that these immoral practices are more 
prevalent than formerly, or that the 
children of the kingdom have any 
reason to be discouraged ; ; on the con- 
trary, we have heard that asseciations 
to enforce the observance of the Sab- 
bath, and prevent the intemperate 
use of spirituous liquors have, in some 
instances, produced happy results. 
We lament, however, that such abom- 
tations too generally exist ; that the 
sources of individual and family en- 
joyments are polluted by them; and 
that the ordinances of of religion, with 
regard to multitudes, are rendered in- 
effectual. 

The Synod were much concerned 
to hear that in almost every part of 
our bounds, there is too much reason 
to apprehend, that the duty of family 
prayer is neglected by many profes- 
sing Christians who are the heads of 
fumilies. In some parts it has been 


stated that even elders of the church 
habituaily neglect to ask a_ biessing 
on the provision of their tables. tow 
can we expect that the olive plants 
will rise and flourish, when the re. 
freshing benedictions of heaven are 
not solicited by parental prayer. Up. 
on the whole, the Synod apprehend 
that the state of religion within the 
bounds is such as ought to encourage 
their exertions, and authorize them to 
rejoice with trembling. 





Extract of a letter from Mr.W. Slocom, 
to a friend in Boston, dated Marietta, 
Ohio, Oct. 20 1817 
The School in which I am now em. 

ployed, has not heretofore been sup- 
plied with instructors who have made 
it their object to inculcate religion, 
or morality. The Bible had not 
beed used as a school-book, nor the 
pupils accustomed to proper subordi- 
nation. apprehended serious difficul. 
ties at the outset, but Providence has 
smiled—the Bible has been introdu- 
ced with little or no opposition, and 
after six months trial, with about 
eighty scholars, I am enabled to say, 
“ Hitherto hath the Lord helped me.” 
Our Sabbath School, recently estab- 
lished, is presperous. Wehave about 
150 scholars, divided into three.parts, 
and instructed in different places in 
town. At first the plan was thought ut- 
terly impracticable, because so many 
of the children had been accustomed 
to regard the Sabbath as a holiday, 
could not be indaced to attend—but 
the event has proved the futility of this 
objection, and the “ lion in the way” 
has flied! At the opening of the sc! hool, 
a slave on the Virginia side of the 
river came over, aud said his master 
had given him leave to attend the 
Sunt dy School. lenconraged him to 
attend constantly, and told him te 
inform his fellow-slaves that if they 
were disposed, and could get permis: 
sion from their masters, they mig’it 
attend likewise. Five or stx more 
came, and all have been eager to 
learn’; nothingcan bé more gratifying 
than to see their improvement. 
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We have an excellent opportunity 
for the distribution of Religious Tracts. 
A few were given me in Philadelphia, 
which LE have distiibuted. I earnest- 
ly wish TE had more It is an easy 
way of doing immense good. Perhaps 
the benevolent La’ies in Boston may 
fnd it in their hearts, and in their 
power 100, to send a purcel of them to 
tie‘ Female ‘Tract Society,’ in this 
piace. 





From ihe Auxilicry Tact Society, Watl- 
worth, ingland. 


A Subseriver to a Tract Society in 
England informed the { onmittee, that 
his daily emp!oy was in a Warehouse, 
among a considerable number of men, 
who he had reason to fear, were for the 
mest part enemies to God by wicked 
works: he took some suitable tracts 
with him to circulate ameng them, 
which were attended with so much 
success, that in a short period he ob- 
tained rHintTy weekly and quarterly 
Subscribers : while thus engaged in 
distributing Tracts to those around 
him,a Young Man of reprobate char- 
acter came up to him, and with an 
oath exclarmed,:“ Have you got one 
that will suit me?” Our. friend repli- 
el, “Yours is a dreadful case, but T 
think Lhave oue that is suited to you.” 
He then gave him the ‘Tract entitled, 
Tue Sweareér’s Prayer, and entreat- 
e’ him to read it with care and atten- 
tion, and to inform him, when he had 
perused it, ifhe approved of what was 
therein stated. Having readfit three 
times, he said, “I am now satisfied 
that swearing is wreng, and Iam <or- 
ry to sav, Lam so apt to swear, that I 
don’t know when Ido it; but I hope, 
from this time, I shall endeavour to 
wean myself fiom such a practice.” 
He then entered hissiame as a regu- 
lar Subseaiber, and svon afterwards 


prevailed upon two others to follow 


his example, and from that time to 
the nresent, he has never been heard 
t© repeat those awful expressions to 
which he was before accustomed. 
Manv of the children in the Sunday 


“shool, who haye obtained Tracts by 


mecdotes of Religious Tracts. 
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their Subscriptions, have felt interest- 
ed in their distribution. ‘lwo boys 
employed their leisure tine in throw- 
ing them intu windows, areas, cellars, 
buicher’s shops, and other places 
where jt was probable they would be 
picked up. “Some,” say they, “ we 
distributed on the road amongst Hack- 
ney Coachmen, and one (entitied the 
Loro’s Day,) we gare at a house 
where we have often seen the master 
working in bis garden on Suncwys.” 
One of our Juvenile Subscribers, who 
from the commencement of the Seci- 
ety has been particularly active, has, 
during the past year collected £2 15s. 
hd. and distributed 1687 Tracts. Two 
or three instances, in particular, of 
the advantages of this mode of distri- 
bution, are worthy of notice; He uas 
in the habit of going to the shop ofa 
man who was much addicted to swenr- 
ing, and whose wife, also, was guilty 
of the same practice; he spoke to 
them on the imprepriety of their con- 
duct, and gave them ‘Tse SwxaAner’s 
PRAYER, requesting, them to read it, 
which they promised to do. When 


he called again, the man expressed. 


his pleasure at seeing a boy so wel 
euployed, and desired to have more 
Tracts; when he afterwards cal'ed, 
he often found them reading them, 
and he never again heard them make 
use of improper langunge ; the man 
became a regular Subscriber and fre- 
quently gave him additional mouey to 
purchase Tracts for him, which he 
disibuted among his neighbours. 
The same boy was passing the door 
of a Public House, when he heard a 
great noise ; he felt a degree of timid. 
ity, but determined to enter : he fuund 
some singing, others swearing, and the 
whole in the greatest disorder and con- 
fusion. He laid down Tar Swraren’s 
PRAYER amovug them, and retreated 
as quickly as possible. He bad not 
gone tar, before be was overtaken by 
the Post-Boy, who :equested him to 
return...they then asked who enrployed 
him to distribute ‘bracts: he answer- 
ed, “No one,” They then inquired 
what had indyiced him todoso He 


said— My motiye is to do good; I 
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often give Tracts away in public- 
houses ; and as | heard you making a 


noise, I thought it might suit some of 


you.” He had been to the writing 
school, and had his copy-book under 
hisarm. Que of them asked bin— 
“What have you got there ?”—* My 
copy-book””—* What is there in it ¢?— 
“J willread some of it, if you please.” 
—'Phey desired him to do so. He o- 
peued on a piece against Drunken- 
ness, which he read: they heard him 
with attention ; some of them offered 
to give him money for his trouble, 
which he refused, and two of them a- 
greed to become subscribers to the 
Society ; but theough some misiake he 
could uot afterwards find their resi- 
dence. One of the company took the 
boy’s hat from his head, and made a 
eollection round the tap room, which 
they gave him to purchase traets with. 
‘They thea dismissed fim, and desired 
him to come again another ume.
